Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show 
the bladder, see claim 4. Any structural detail that is essential for a proper 
understanding of the disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP §

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Tschirky 
etal., U.S. 4,329,127. 

Tschirky et al. discloses all the claimed limitations including a seal housing (S2), 
a dynamic seal (188), an elastomeric membrane (208) having a metallic part (205) and 
being proximate the seal, a fluid passage (112), piston (280), cylinder (279), and a mud 
pressure signal generator (fig 1, M). 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Figure 2 of applicant's disclosure shows all the structure of figure 7, the claimed 
embodiment of a pressure compensation system, is admitted prior art and anticipates 
claims 1-9.
